Certainly, if Chry/e- 
ſome were ( according to his then fancy ) to preach to the 
whole world, he would leave hisold text, ( of Pad. 4. 2. 
How long will you love vaxity ? ) and preach Chrifts judicia- 
ry power and proceedings, againſt carnall, formall, and hy- 
pocriticall Goſpellers; it were very needfull to preach on 
this ſubjet every Sermon, to print every Sermon that is 
preached, to fill Churches, ſhops, ſtalls, houfes, holes with 
them, to dog curſed miſcreants ( as that good man did his 
Atheiſtical ſon 7«wizzs, with Bibles ) untill they are appre- 
hended with this Hue and Cry. But to cloſe and conclude, 
there is enough in that text to anſwer all cavills and ſcru- 
ples.
